The mock orange of I’biladelphus 
la popularly known as syringa, air 
the latter is the botanical name for 
lac, The mock orange family com- 
prises about thirty species of hardy 
ornamental shrubs varying In height 
from five to twenty feet, inany of them 
adinirably adapted for the decoration 
of bome grounda, 

Perhaps the most widely grown va 
tlety of those known to the old time 
gardener as syringas te Philadelphua 
grandifiorus, which grows about alx 


| feet high and hav large white sweet 


scented flowers, whiek appear in June 
Common mock orange (Pf, coronartus) 
reaches about ten feet in height and 
blooms In May or June and ts very fra- 
grant, The flowers are pure white and 
are borne In dense clusters, often so 
numerous as to bend the branches 
down to the ground. 

Gordon's mock orange (P. gordonia- 
nus) Is a native of the United States 
and In good ground often reaches ten 


| or twelve feet In height. It has pleas 


ing green foliage with grayish brown 
branches. The flowers are white and 
produced in great abundance. They 
blaoom in June or July in central lati 
tudes, 

This plant thrives {np almost any well 
drained soll and often does well In the 
thade of trees and buildings. Pruning 
ehould be done after the shrubs have 
fowered,—National Council of Hortt- 
culture,

Thomas J. Allen, M. A., LL. D., writ 
ing in a similar strain, says: “The hu. 
man body Is not like a machine which 
must wear out by constant disintegra 
tion, for it is self renewing. It Is a 
simple, scientific fact that we get an 
entirely new body every few years, 
estimated at from three to seven. 
Every day ts a birthday, for the proe- 
eas of waste and renewal never ceases, 
Perfect balance betwen elimination 
and renewal would avold permanent 
waste.” 

There ts no doubt that when we be- 
come more enlightened and understand 
perfectly the laws that govern and de 
termine our physical lives and when 
we conform to these religiously life 
will be immeasurably prolonged.

how to dress her baby, but somehow she 
almost always goes to extremes 

One mother will ewathe her Infant in 
flannel and cover it with warmest 
afghans, even in midsummer The 
means that prickly heat will result and 
that the vitality of the child will be re- 
duced 

Another mother will take all baby's 
clothes off and leave it no protection 
from vagrant breezes, a condition which 
impaire the digestion and frequently 
causes the death of the baby 

The first rule in dressing baby is that 
the band shall always be left on. The 
band is the first littl garment, usually 
all-wool or sllk-and-wool, with low neek 
and no sleeves. The shirt goes over this 
In really hot weather, the shirt, and 
even the flannel skirt, may be left off, 
but never the band, At the seashore, 
during the frat and second summers, tt 
ia better not to remove the shirt, Mere- 
dy cut the sleeves above the elbow, 

Young babies aiwaye-—or almost al- 
Ways—wear flannel tops to their skirts 
In summer, theve skirt bands may be 
made of double thickness of muslin, 
which will be neither too thin nor too 
thiek 

Give baby plenty of exercise, and al- 
low the limba plenty of freedom, Jump 
ere are perfect garments for children 
of a year adhd older, Long clothes were 
never intended for summer, ao, if pos- 
sible, put baby tp short clothes when 
warm weather comes.

Prickly heat and other Irritation 
may be cured by adding a little bi- 
carbonate of soda to the ordinary 
taloum powder; boracic acid powder 
added to the talcum is also excellent, 
especially for chafing.

A HISTORIC REGIMENT. 


Bixth Fusiliers of London Have Long 
Record of Service. 


The last parade of the City of Lon- 
don Militia (the 6th Royal Fusiliers) 
took place at Bovington Camp, Dor- 
set, a short time ago. They Pad al- 
ways been employed on the side of 
law and order from the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, and, indeed, far earlier 
though under different designations. 
They are now going to join the Regu- 
lar Forces and will ever be mindful 
that they bore a name which would 
never fade into forgetfulness. Bhe re- 
cord of the 6th Royal Fusiliers, who 
have been transferred as a complete 
unit from the old Militia to the new 
Bpecial Reserve, dates back to A.D. 
886, when King Alfred the Great was 
assisted by the Lp sent by the 
City of London in defeating the Dan- 
ish invaders. The regiment and its 
various predecessors have fae 
through stirring scenes, having n 
employed in the earliest Scottish 
wars, the Wars of the Barons, and 
every insurrection in the south of 
England since 1900. It was in 1559 
that Queen Elizabeth mustered a 
regular City Militia, and thencefor- 
ward the coe has a continuous 
record. At that time the Queen order- 
ed the Lord Mayor of London to find 
and pay for 10,000 men, whieh he did. 
oh Elizabeth constantly called on 
the City for troops, and it is on record 
that on one Sunday evening the Lord 
Mayor received the royal command to 
parade 1,000 men; this he accompliah- 
ed by closing the church doors in the 
City during service and finding the 
required number of men among the 
congregations. In 1640 the City Train- 
ed Bands, the forebeara of the 6th 
Roya) Fusiliers, fought against the 
Scots, and at the commencement of 
the Civil War protected King Charles 
I. In a fow days, however, the same 
men were used for guarding the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons on 
their way to and from Whitehall. 
Thencetorth they fought under Oliver 
Cromwell and greatly cela 
themselves in every action. In 1662 
the Trained Bands were especially ¢x- 
empted from the control of the crown, 
and came under the o.ders of a new- 
ly-appointed Court Lieutenancy of the 
cit of London, which still existe, 
makes grants for the upkeep of 
regiment, and is owner of the bar 
racks, In 1795 the City Trained Bands 
were organized in two regiments, the 
enat and the west, and were allowed 
privileges which aro still strictl 
Poatded One of these ia to mare 
through the City with colors fying, 
bands playing, and bayonets fixed. In 
1820 the two regimenta were united in 
one, called the Royal London Militia, 
the present title | the 6th Battalion. 
The strength of the regiment is 656. 


To Preserve Eggs. 


An Australian chemist has invented 
a process of preserving eggs by deaic- 
cation. ‘The eggs, freed from the 
shells, are dried at the relatively low 
temperature of 190 degrees, This can 
be rapidly executed in containers kept 
at this temperature, from which the 
air has been exhausted, and from 
which the moist vapor has been with- 
drawn as fast as it is given off by 
evaporation from the eggs. There ts 
no alteration in the Co mpeg oo, 

ition of the eggs—only a loss o 
the greater part . the water, When 
thoroughly Sealecated and pulverized 
into a coarse powder, the egg material 
can be preserved for an indefinite per- 
jod in ordinary packages, if yo ry. 
The eggs are “reconstituted” by the 
simple addition of water to the dry 
powder, the resultant mass being 
quite indistinguishable from newly: 
beaten eggs. 


An Ancient Tombstone. 


During the restoration of St 
Goorge’s Church, Fordington, Dor- 
chester, England, a slab of Purbeck 
marble, 2 fect 11 inches by 2 feet 41-2 
inches, and 6 inches thick, has 
discovered bearing a Latin inserip- 
tion, part of which, however, has 
worn away. Particulars of the slab 
have been sent to the British Museum 
and to expert Romanologista, but no 
explanation has been received F 0 
from any authoritative source, The 
vicar, Rev. Richard Grosvenor Barte 
lot, has given as a possible tranala- 
tlon: “Gaius Aristobulus (7), a Roman 
citizen, aged 60 years, Rufinus and 
Marina and Avea, his children, 
Romana his wife.” He states that Arie- 
tobulus was one of the seventy dis- 
ciples that came to Britain o' ying 
Bt. Paul’s order, He is said t have 
died in the year A.D. 99.

CAUSE OF THE GREAT STORM. 


The Tipping Up of the Earth Caused 
the Deluge Which Engulfed the 
World—The Mysterious Ark and the 
Escape of the Chosen Few. 


To this day the great deluge recorded 
in the Bible is a mystery’to the North 
American Indian. Hé will not be led 
to belleve that the flood was brought 
about by the sins of man. He is 
equally unwilling to belleve that it was 
the work of an angry God, as he could 
not see how the Almighty should be so 
unjust as to punish the Indians of 
America for the naughty things of a 
race of people across the ocean. An 
other reason which makes it still more 
dificult for the Indian to believe that 
the flood was a punishment to the 
world is the fact that with him there 
is no sin, Ip bis language there is no 
such word, nor does he expect to be 
punished for any of bis acts, 

But though there ts no equivalent to 
the word sin in the Indian language 
(nor In the Indian mind until the 
Christians came), the Indians have 
their philosophy in regard to what ts 
commonly so termed. Some of their 
teachers (most of whom claimed to 
have been taught the philosophy of 
life and its laws directly by disem- 
bodied spirits or by ethereal beings 
from other planets) taught that as 
man lives here so ia his life hereafter.

MEASURING A TREE. 


Ingenious Method Pursued by the 
Maine Woodsmen. 


If you were a woodeutter and 
somebody told you to cut down a 
pine tree that would give a sixty foot 
mast for a vessel, how would you go 
about selecting a tree? You could 
not spare the time to measure it with 
@ tape line even if that method were 
practicable. Besides, being a wood- 
cutter you should be able to select 
a tree of a certain height readily, not 
by merely looking at it, for this at 
best is nothing but guesswork. 

Now, the woodeutters of Maine 
have a quick and simple way of tak- 
ing the measure, and it is worth tell 
ing. Assuming that a mast sixty 
feet in height is wanted, the cutter 
solecta a tree that he thinks will 
furnish it and then measures off on 
the ground from the trunk sixty feet 
loan Tis own height, If he is six feet 

l, therefore, he would measure off 
on the ground fifty-four feet. At this 
point he pute upright in the ground 
a pole oxactly his own height. Then 
he lies down on the ground with his 
feet to the pole, so that his head is 
just sixty feet from the tree, Lying 
thus, face upward, of course, he 
sighta over the top of the pole, and 
the point on the tree trunk on a line 
with the top of the pole is pretty sure 
to be sixty feet from the ground,

times seen washing chews among the 
pounding breakers, When such news 
comes to the town every man or boy 
who can beg or borrow 4 horse goes 
galloping down to the beach, armed 
with a six-foot bamboo, at the end of 
which is a strong steel hook, They 
dash into the surf, and driving the 
sharp steel into the aquirming jelly- 
like creatures haul them ashore one 
by one, and leave them lying high 
and dry upon the beach, an ink 
and water, and with their long, 
sucker-rimmed arma coiling about 
like snakes. These squid sell for a 
couple of shillings apiece, Their 
flesh is good for bait; the pen, a long, 
opal-tinted bone which extends from 

he tip of the tail to the neck of the 
animal, forma the cuttle-fiah bone of 
commerce, and the eyes, which when 
dried look like large dull pearls, find 
a ready sale among curio dealers. 

Fishing In Nigeria. 

Natives of Nigeria are remarkably 
akilful anglers, and their manner of 
catching fhaeh recommends itwell alike 
for simplicity and success, The fish- 
erman grasps a small line weighted 
at the other end with a emall stone, 
and at regular distances along the 
line he attaches a number of hooks, 
made of animals’ bones in the formp 
of a narrow V, while to the angle of 
each V is fastened a short line, made 
of sinews, and baited with a kind of 
anail; the fish swallowing the bait 
and the line, ewallows also the hook, 
which is so acted upon by the ten 
sion of the line, as to expand ite 
two prongs, and fasten them firmly 
in the throat, The victim struggles 
and whirls about the line, thus at 
tracting ita family and neighbors, to 
swallow the same snare, 


Ancient Craft Guilds. 

The first notice of labor unions was 
when Plutarch wrote of various craft 
guilds as having existed in the Roman 
and Greek dominions, From Rome 
the idea was passed on to the young 
nations that followed, and in the 
middle ages the guilds were to be 
found everywhere. A guild was a 
voluntary association of those living 
near together who joined for a com- 
mon purpose, paying contributions, 
feasting together temporarily, helping 
one another in sickness and poverty 
and sometimes uniting for the pur 
suit of special objects, It was un 
doubtedly from these early associa 
tions that the idea of the modern labor 
organisations came,
